Committee launches ‘21 
‘Blooms campaign 


INDIAN ORCHARD — While many 
people are currently rushing to finish dec- 
orating for the holidays, and complete their 
Christmas shopping, the Indian Orchard 
Citizens Council’s Indian Orchard Blooms 
Subcommittee is planning its 2021 Neigh- 
borhood Beautification Campaign Cam- 
paign. 

“Santa, and his elves are not the only 
ones who have been busy this holiday sea- 
son, aS the Indian Orchard Blooms Sub- 
committee started preparing for our 2021 
launch a few weeks ago,” said Zaida Go- 
van, president of the Indian Orchard Citi- 
zens Council. 

The 2020 COVID-19 pandemic pre- 
sented a severe challenge to the local busi- 
ness community. 

“The three-month forced shut down 1m- 
posed last April, resulted in nearly half of 
our 2020 Basket Sponsors being forced to 
renege on their financial sponsorship com- 
mitments,” said Paul Caron, interim chair- 
man of the Indian Orchard Business Con- 
nections Committee. 

“We fully understand that decision 
made by our basket sponsors, who were 
just struggling to survive. 

According to Govan, “while the pan- 
demic nearly dealt a fatal blow to our an- 
nual Blooms Campaign, last spring, the 
IOCC was determined to hang our baskets 
to serve as a sign of hope and inspiration 
to our local businesses and neighborhood 
residents that together we would all get 
through this crisis.” 

The impact on the Blooms programs 
didn’t go unnoticed, according to Mari Tar- 
pinian, of Rick’s Auto Body. 

“During our truncated 2020 campaign, 
many people commented that they were 
disappointed to see fewer flower baskets 
had been hung along Main Street in Indian 
Orchard,” Tarpinian said. 

“In 2020, we were forced to reduce the 
number of baskets hung along Main Street 
from 32 to 18. With the loss of nearly half 
of our basket sponsors, we simply couldn’t 
afford the luxury of hanging additional 


baskets due to the decline in our revenues.” 

Caron noted how others helped fill the 
void this year. 

“The flower baskets that we were 
forced to remove from Main Street this 
year did not have local small business 
sponsors,” he said. 

“These baskets had been funded 
through generous contributions we had re- 
ceived from our elected officials, and other 
private donors. In 2020, we simply didn’t 
have the funds to continue hanging those 
‘unsponsored’ baskets on Main Street.” 

For 2021, the goal is to get the program 
back to pre-COVID participation. 

“In 2021, our goal is to re-populate 
Main Street with flower baskets,’ Govan 
said. “And we are specifically reaching out 
and inviting Main Street businesses to join 
us in our annual Neighborhood Beautifica- 
tion Campaign.” 

While the baskets are hung in May, the 
Council has to place its basket order by the 
first week of January. Payment is not due 
until March 1. 

The cost of sponsoring a basket is 
$140 for the year, which covers the cost of 
the baskets, installation, and their contin- 
ued maintenance throughout the 20-week 
season. The baskets will remain up until 
mid-October. The group pledges to hang 
baskets directly in front of local businesses. 

The subcommittee is accepting basket 
orders for 2021 and any Indian Orchard 
business owner or individual interested in 
sponsoring a basket is urged to contact, 
Govan at 413-X301-2533 or Mlocc.coun- 
cil@ gmail.com. 

“With the recent approval of the coro- 
navirus vaccine, it is our sincere hope 
that the 2020 Pandemic will be in our 
rearview mirror by May, when we begin 
hanging our beautiful flower baskets of 
Nicaraguan geraniums and Vinca vines,” 
Govan said. 

“Please consider joining our efforts to 
see the Indian Orchard Blooms Campaign 
come back bigger, better and stronger in 
2021"

The Sun printed what is now the most 
widely read letter to a newspaper. It 
was sent by an 8-year-old New York 
City girl named Virginia O’ Hanlon. 
The response to her letter by edito- 
rial writer Francis Pharcellus Church 
is a message of love, magic and hope. 
Considering this past year, we imag- 
ine many readers could use a gener- 
ous serving of that next to a plate of 
Christmas cookies. So, here is the full 
text of that historic letter: 


Dear Editor, 

I am 8 years old. 

Some of my little friends say there 
is no Santa Claus. 

Papa says, “If you see it in The 
Sun, it’s so.” 

Please tell me the truth, is there a 
Santa Claus? 

Virginia O’ Hanlon 


Virginia, your little friends are 
wrong. 

They have been affected by the 
skepticism of a skeptical age. They 
do not believe except they see. They 
think that nothing can be which is not 
comprehensible by their little minds. 
All minds, Virginia, whether they be 
men’s or children’s, are little. In this 
great universe of ours man is a mere 
insect, an ant, in his intellect, as com- 
pared with the boundless world about 
him, as measured by the intelligence 
capable of grasping the whole truth 
and knowledge. 

Yes, Virginia, there is a Santa 
Claus. He exists as certainly as love 
and generosity and devotion exist, and 
you know that they abound and give 
to your life its highest beauty and joy. 
Alas! How dreary would be the world 
if there were no Santa Claus! It would 
be as dreary as if there were no Vir- 
ginias. There would be no childlike 
faith then, no poetry, no romance to 
make tolerable this existence.

Mom would add 
a red bow, some fake berries and a 
pine cone or two and off it went to 
New Jersey, New York or wherever 
education and destination took my 
brothers and sister. 

Another early Christmas mem- 
ory was of a white pine Christmas 
tree my next oldest brother decorat- 
ed for his room. It was tiny, and a 
real “Charlie Browner” but as a lit- 
tle kid I thought it was really cool 
how he made the ornament by roll- 
ing tiny Styrofoam balls in glitter then decorat- 
ing them with ric rac. The coffee can filled with 
sand as his “stand” was pretty cool too. When 
I mentioned the tree to him just recently he had 
forgotten all about it.

I ended up 
with the plant as well as its stand. And although 
I rarely achieve the fireworks babci or my moth- 
er did, this year I did have a dozen or so of the 
fuchsia-colored flowers, starting around Thanks- 
giving and continuing to Christmas. The plant is 
mostly in good shape for being close to a centu- 
ry old! 

I have children of my own now and it’s fun 
to intersperse our new traditions with some 
from my own childhood. Right after Thanksgiv- 
ing I make a wreath for a friend’s birthday. And 
although I don’t drag my husband to the tree 
farm in October, I do make him circle the farm a 
few times to make sure we find the perfect tree. 

Whatever your memories are, share them, 
and if the mood suits you, write them down for 
your kids and grandkids to enjoy.

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said. “You could create more scoring 
chances on more restarts with the kick- 
in.”

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Tip campaign for Holly Piirainen case pursued 


Website devoted to her 
case now available 


By Eileen Kennedy

Four retired police officers, who are 
now private investigators, want justice 
for Holly Piurainen and are working to- 
gether to find leads to her killer — and 
they want the public’s help. 

They have created a website, helphol- 
ly.com, devoted to the 10-year-old’s sto- 
ry, including ways for anyone who still 
might have information about her abduc- 
tion and murder to share it directly by 
email, regular mail or through a tip line. 
All tips will go straight to State Troop- 
er Tom Sullivan, who is assigned to the 
Hampden County District Attorney An- 
thony Gullani’s homicide unit. They have 
also put up posters throughout the region 
with how to submit tips to Sullivan as 
part of their pact to offer their services to 
the family. 

“To their credit, the Hampden Coun- 
ty District Attorney’s Office and their 
Massachusetts State Police detectives 
have never given up working to solve this 
case,” reads the website. 

“They are working today following 
up leads.” 

Hampden Country District Attorney’s 
office did not return a phone call and an 
email about the work the men are doing. 
In fact, last month a body was exhumed 
in Hampden County, but Gullani’s office 
declined to comment about it or whether 
the action was helpful to the case. 

But the four men hope to convince 
Someone or several someones, who still 
haven’t shared what they may know 
about the crime committed 27 years ago 
on Aug. 5, 1993, in Sturbridge. That was 
the day Holly Piirainen and her young- 
er brother, Zach, walked down the road 
from their grandmother’s house to see

a neighbor’s puppies out at play. Her 
brother went back to their grandmother’s 
house that day as Holly stayed to watch 
the puppies. When he returned, his fa- 
ther, Rick Ptirainen, asked him where 
Holly was, and he said she was still wait- 
ing for the puppies. Very soon afterward, 
their father sent their older brother, An- 
drew, and Zach, to bring Holly home for 
lunch, but all they found was one of her 
sneakers in the road. 

Although a massive search was 
launched for her, her remains weren’t 
found until three months later, bringing 
a tragic end to her disappearance. The 
website shares her story, and as well as 
the discovery of her remains. 

‘“Seventy-nine days later, on Oct. 23, 
1993, five pheasant hunters with dogs in 
an Army Corps of Engineers flood con- 
trol forest several miles away in Brim- 
field, Massachusetts discovered the skull 
and partial skeletal remains of a small 
human child,’ the website states. “State 
Police were called to the scene and 
quickly located a small-sized T-shirt, 
dungarees, and one sneaker near the par- 
tial skeletal remains. Holly Piirainen had 
been found.” 

Looking for leads 

“A murder was committed, and there 
are people out there who know some- 
thing,” said former State Police Det. Lt. 
Robert Corry, who is one of the four men 
looking for leads and publicizing the 
website at helpholly.com, and encourag- 
ing the public to get involved. 

“This is such a terrible crime, just 
horrifying,” he said. “Little kids are gifts 
from God and this is so wrong. The per- 
son or persons who did this need to be 
incarcerated.” 

“We are actively working Holly’s 
case and we will not rest until the per- 
son(s) who murdered her are identified, 
arrested, tried and convicted,’ reads the 
website. “We created this site to further 
this goal and because we know that the 
person who has the information that will

solve this case is out there, and we want 
to encourage them to tell the truth so they 
can be free, Holly can have justice, and 
her family can have peace.” All calls and 
communications are totally confidential, 
Corry said. 

“There are known suspects,’ the web- 
site reads. “Help law enforcement solve 
this case for once and for all. Give them 
information you have. It may be the key 
piece that connects the dots and points to 
the killer(s).” 

The family of Holly Purainen con- 
firmed Tuesday they are working with 
the men and are aware of the website, 
which documents the young girl’s story 
and encourages people who may have in- 
formation, no matter how small or insig- 
nificant they believe it to be, to come for- 
ward. The website includes a letter to the 
public asking for help as well as Holly’s 
story, and facts about pedophiles. 

“If someone told you that they killed 
Holly Piurainen or had anything to do 
with this crime, now is the time to come 
forward,’ the website reads. “If you think 
you may have witnessed Holly Piirain- 
en being pulled into a vehicle or another 
part of this abduction...If you witnessed 
suspicious activity in the woods off Five 
Bridge Road in Brimfield...If someone 
asked you for an alibi to lie to police by 
saying they were with you on the same 
day and time Holly Purainen was kid- 
napped on Aug. 5, 1993 around noon- 
time, you need to report this...If you 
know something or saw something... 
Say something!” 

How to give a tip 

Those with information can call 413- 
426-3507, which goes directly to Troop- 
er Tom Sullivan, the Hampden County 
District Attorney’s homicide investigator 
assigned to the Holly Piirainen case. He 
will answer your call or will get back to 
you if you get his voicemail and leave 
details of what you know and your con- 
tact information.

Former Warren Police Chief Sean 
LeBoeuf, who was also a military CID 
officer, is one of the four men, and the 
author of much of what is written on the 
website, Corry said. The other two re- 
tired men are former State Trooper Bob 
Benoit and former Police Officer Thom- 
as McGuigan, who has worked in North 
Brookfield and Sturbridge. 

They have all worked as private in- 
vestigators after working as police of- 
ficers, and are currently working under 
LeBoeuf’s private investigator’s license 
issued to him and his company, Aragon 
Investigations Inc., based in Warren. 

“This crime did not happen in a vac- 
uum,” reads the open letter to the public 
on the website. “Who could be responsi- 
ble — a stranger, an old friend, relative 
or even a neighbor? There are honorable 
individuals out there, who might have 
the information that breaks this case.

PHILLIPSTON — Author, Car- 
ole Gariepy of Phillipston, said 
in the introduction of her seventh 
book, “This is a book I didn’t ex- 
pect or plan to write and I was led 
to it quite coincidently.” 

During the isolation of the 
coronavirus pandemic, many peo- 
ple took up a new activity or hob- 
by to fill the gap in their normal 
routine. Some took up hiking, 
knitting, watching movies, cook- 
ing. 
However, Carole Gariepy did 
what she does best; she wrote an- 
other book. 

Just at the start of 2020 before 
the pandemic hit, she and her hus- 
band visited their son, Cort, who 
lives in Hawaii. During that trip, 
the Gariepys made arrangements 
to spend one week on Molokai.

would soon be followed by our 
own experience with isolation.” 
Since the couple are both in 
their 80s and Gerry had a weak- 
ened immune system from recent 
chemotherapy and also a heart is- 
sue, they stayed confined to their 
home. A friend did their grocery 
shopping. Visits to their son, 


Grant, who lives in a group home 
came to an end. Dinners with 
friends, eating out and church ser- 
vices all ended. 

She said in her book intro- 
duction, “I was so affected emo- 
tionally by the stressful life and 
times those folks (the lepers) 
faced and then to come home to 





the coronavirus, the emotion and 
stress transferred to us.” During 
this time, Carole made 12 new 
friends, her neighbor’s chickens 
where she did not need to social 
distance. The neighbor told her to 
collect eggs anytime she wanted. 
She would bring them grass and 
clover and vegetable scraps like 
apple peels and outer leaves of 
lettuce. She usually went week- 
ly to gather eggs. She said, “But 
with no friends to visit, no church 
meetings, no services to attend, 
no historical society programs 
to go to, no museum to visit ... I 
made new friends, chickens.” 

She gave her new friends 
names like Zebra because of her 
black and white feathers and an- 
other Jackie because she jumped 
up for the treats like a Jack-in-a- 
box. She always made visits in 
the afternoon and the chickens 
seemed to wait for her. Gariepy 
said, “Besides Gerry, I have 
twelve others and like all animal 
friends, they are always happy to 
see me.” 

Before the pandemic, the 
Gariepys visited their son, Grant, 
weekly often going to a favorite

restaurant. They kept contact via 
the telephone. Since Grant’s lived 
in a one story home, they started 
visiting him through the window. 
His dad even brought window 
cleaner so they could see each 
other clearly. 

Carole Gariepy’s book has a 
section on their visit to the leper 
colony in Hawaii. She also wrote 
about visiting a Japanese intern- 
ment camp, Minidoka, in _ the 
early 2000s when traveling in the 
United States. Both facilities iso- 
lated particular groups of people. 
She interviewed Paul Chihara 
who lived in that internment camp 
during WW II about his experi- 
ence with his mother and siblings. 
His father was sent to another 
camp. 

Other books by Carole 
Gariepy included: “Queen Lake a 
History,” “Quilt of America,”’The 
Spirit of Phillipston,’ “Dragging 
Gerry Around the World.” “Bless- 
ings from Grant” and “Why Go 
There?”
